THE CONSTITUTICN AND THE 
CORTES. 

The re-establishment of the Constitution of 
the Cortes in Spain must prove a moet flatter. 
ing event to the friends of leerning ard civili- 
zation. Ít is not simply « victory obtained by 
one party over another in political bustie, but 
the triumph of liberty and civilization over des- 
potism, SUperatilion and ignorance. 

'f'he following sketch of the Spanish Consti- 
totion, framed by the Cortes, to which a consi- 
dersble number of wise institutions are edded.is 
at the present time sufficien:ly interesting La be 
communicated our Readers. 

By the first article all private privileges are 
exciuded, and the manasteriel end spirituai 
properties, which have been heretofore ex- 
empted, Dow become as weil as others, subject 
to taze*. Ee 

By the second article the Spanish dominions 
in Nor'h and South America sre pleced on the 
same footiog as the provinces of Old Spain; 
they erjoy the same privileger, und send their 
represeatatives to the ssren bly of the Cortes. 

By the third artic'e the soie power is invested 
în the Cortes, and the government becoines a 
popular one, with a head cer magistrste, sim- 

to direet the same and merely devarated 
with the title of king Ait tbe institotines 
which bore the name uf royal are now altered 
into netional, namely the vaticnal arms, the 
netionsl navy, &e, By the subsequent decisions 
of the Cortes, the hivb 'Fribunal of frquisition 
bes been abolished, the revenus of the clergy 
reduced, and several im portant measures in tte 
government adopted. But neither the nobility 
or the clergy were convoked to the assembly 
of the Cortes. “This creuted sucha spirit of 
discontent among tbe clergy, that they enticed 
the king to publish the decree of exter mination 
against the Cortes, whereby he declared them 
guilty of high treason. ‘ 
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Tr nen people animated by the enthusiem of 
the king’s return, and now promising tothem- 
“elves the felicity of a golden sge, abadoned 
the side of the Cortes. The chiefs of thearmy 
On whom tbey placed their hape, forsookthem, 
Shd Spain beheld her most enlightenec men, 
Jed into the prisons at Ceuta, or fall victms to 
„revenge. 

The Spanish oation became aware, hovever, 
‘of her error, for, instead of enjoying joldea 
days under the royel sway, she sunk deeser 10 
the abyss of distress. 

The re-estahlishment of the Constituton of 
the Cortes, will andoubtedig have the m.st im- 
portant consequences. It will set an ez:mple 
to Portugal aud some of the Italian Xates, 
where the spirit of the age is incraached upon, 
and where all the barbarous institutions «f tbe 
middle ages are maintained with violence— 
These encouraged by the ezampie of Spain, 
wiil certainly endeavour to recover their sights 
as men. 
“Ie ie likewise to be hoped, from the wie go- 
vernment of the Cortes, that the destructive 
‘war in South America will come to an end ;as 
on the ane hand Spain gels an increste ' of 
‘pewer, ond on the other, the South Amencans 
obtains from the Constitutinn the same prvile 
gs as tse granted to id Spain. 

„An instance in those events affords as reeson 
to cherish that hope, namely that Chili offered 
sudinission to the Spanish government ia 184, 
when the Constitation was heid forth to that 
region, provided she could send her missiona- 
ries to th Cortes, For the purpose of attending 
her concerns thece. e

votes. The arssions of the Cortes are general! 
pubiie, except in those cases which rd pri- 
vate deliberations. The members of the Cor 
tes are always vnimpeachable in their Op!nions, 
They stand, in ease of criminal proceedings 
sgainst the, exclusively ander the juri*diction 
of the Caries The members of the Cortes 
Cannot be brought before any civil court, dur. 
Ing the sessions or the entuing men: In 
order to prevent the royal power from zeining 
eny inflienee on the Cortes, no missionery will 
be allowed to accept aay situation, office, or 
reward froro the king, daring the session or 
the ensging year, nor solicit the same in behaif 
of another. 
The Cortes hare the right to propose laws, to 
make, erplnin and revoke them ; to receive the 
oath from the king, the prince of Asturin, end 
the regent: to resolve all doubts which ma 
exist, relative to the order of succession to the 
throne; to provide in all causes during tie re. 
gency of the kingdom ; to acknowledge the 
sccessor to tbe throne ; s to estublisb & guar- 
dianship over a miner king ; to approte of all 
treaties concluded by the king, the object 
wheredf is an oifensive alliance or the subsi ies, 
or which may be connected with commerce, 
before the same be ratified ; to assent to OF op. 
p'se the introduction of foreign troop“. To

rous prisoners, They were sent prapeily arm- 
ed to the Secretsry of State’s office for the 
Home Department in Whitehall, where they 
arrived about eleven o’ciock, at wh ch early 
hour the Lords of che Council assembled. — 
f'he prisoners in confinement in 'l'othill fieids 
Bridewel!, and those în the Hloa-e of Correc- 
tion, arrived a few minutes ufter. 'F'he draw. 
ing op of « vumber vf hackneycosches, in which 
they came, attracted a number of peop:e, who 
continued assembled during the whule of the 
day. 

‘The meeting of the Lords of the Council wes 
ultended by tre same members as we stated 
yesterdáy ; in addition to the A-turney end Soli 
citor Geverals there weie present Mr. Sher itt 
Kothwell, A.derman Sic Wiilinen Curus, &e. 

‘The prisaneis in eüstudy upben the pre-ent 
horrid uceasatiun were brought to the office tur 
the parpose of hearing the charges exhibited 
2gainst them. A witness was ezamined whu 
had been dircovered by Puunton, the officer, 
as having procured some swords to be sharpen- 
ed both back and front very late fy, by direction 
of one of the pr'soners, 

‘Fhe council being assembled, Thistteword 
und the re:t of his gang were eratviced sing!y 
before their lordsbips. Arthac 'b'hrstiewood was 
the first who wos exomined,. Te Lord Chan 
eellar presided, aai infsrmed the prisoner that 
be was charged with ihe crimes of high treasun 
and murder. 'Fhe other prisoners were then 
individuatly brought before the t‚ords of th- 
Council by Lavender und Bi-hop, the Bose 
street efficer:, and underwent short exarnina- 
tions, very few of them saying any thing in 
th=ie defence to the charges stated again (hem 
by the Lord Chancellor, ezcept Symmound» the 
fsotman, whose examination lasted upwards uf 
balf un hour, and whose investigation is suppos- 
ed to be important, and concladed soon after 
two o’cioek, when viscount Castvereagh and 
the Ghanostlat of the Ezchequer left the sitting 
af the Lords of the Council. ‘Their Lordships 
cuutitued in close deliberation for a considera- 
bie time vfter this. During the whole of the 
day the office was surrounded with crowds of 
persons of all renks, many of whom were in- 
dulged, as far as pussible, by those in sttend- 
ance, with « view of the prisoners. After mature 
deliberetion, and shordy after four v’clock, tie 
Lords of the Couacil came to the following 
coneglusion ; 

After some of the prisoners were informed 
by the lord chancellor of the crimes with which 
thy were charged they were committed as fol- 
lows ;—To the Tower, Arthur Thistlewood, 
James Ings, James Wilsoa, John Moiument, 
Brant, William Davidson, Richard Tidd, 
Harsison. Warrants of committa haring been 

signed by several of the Lords of the Council, 
the prisoners were conveyed in hackney iihan 
in the costudy of Sy!vester and Ruff. the king’s 
messengers, assisted by Lavender «nv Bishop, 
the Bowstreet officers. The cosches were es- 
corted by a numerous party of the Life-Guards. 
The following were also committed to tbe 
House of Correction in Coldbath-fields viz.— 
Bradburn, Giichrist, Strenge, Swaw, Hall, Firth 
and Ccoper. Preston, the shoemsker, and 
Symmends, the footman, were committed tv 
Tothit' fie!de-bridewell for furcher examination. 
Several af the prisoners, particularly Ings end 
Preston, on leaving the offiee, made use of the 
most iepudent expressions, Which met with 
the ezeerations they deserved from the multi- 
tudes, wbo vurrounded the secretary of stste’s 


office.

THE CHAPEL.— Before seven o'clock, all the 
persone who had procared tickets were admit- 
ted into the north aisle and were accomoda- 
ted with places on 8 tempocery platform, which 
allowed an ezcellent view of the whole rangs 
of the cathedral, except thechapel. The Eton 
boys were stationed at the back of the soldiers, 
end saw every thing wichout incommoding or 
displacing any other spectators. 


At half past seven a detachment of the First 
or Granedier Gaards were marched into the 
middte of the aisle, and took their stand on 
each side of the reiled way, through which the 
general procession was to pass. At 8 o’clock 
their arms and standards were reversed, and 
every second man was sapphied with a large 
wax taper, lighted. A whole hour now elap- 
sed, which was not marked by any incident 
ezcept the sound of the solemn ficing of the 
minute guns. At nine o’cleck, a mournful 
Gourieh of trumpets, bot faintiy heard in the 
aisles, announced that the procession bad be- 
gan to move, and every eye was immediately 
fired in anzsious ezpectation towards the spot 
by which it was to eoter, In a few minutes 
the van entered the aisle, consisting of the 

oor kaights followed by the pages; and then 
b, slow degrees, the whole body moved for- 
ward io the order described ia the ceremonial. 
Tt is impossib'e to conceive & more striking, a 
more deeply impressive spectacle, than that 
which naw presented itself. All that is dis- 
tinguished in raak or station, judges, generals, 
bishops, priyy councillors, peers, were seen în 
silent march sccompânying to the tomb the 
Corpse of a mighty monarch, so lately the foun- 
tuin of honors, but now a mere memento of the 
fesgility of all earthly grandeur. Fo addition 
to the solemnity induced by this general re- 
Becrion, every heart seemed to feel persoaally 
a particular grief at the loss of a friend and 
father. The united force of these ideas produ: 
eed together such deep and reverential sorrow, 
that wer are persuaded that few persons could 
have witnessed the scene without becoming 
more reasooìng end serieus, if not wiser and 
better beings: it was a spectacle to teach even 
« heediess rambling impuise how to think,” 

Among the distingaished persons of oppasi- 
Sion who had came to pay their homage to the 
„memory of ‘heir venerable sovereign, were the 
duke of Bedford, earl Grey, the earl of Lau- 
derdale ; and it was gratifying to see that Chose 
who diff:red in sil points of politics, agreed in 
one thing—that all the respect which indivi- 
duals have it in their power to bestow, should be 
peid to bim who had so long adorned and beau- 
&fied the kingly office with mild wisdom and 
undeviating worth. As the pracesrion stowiy 
saoved along, the several dukes wbo had been 
eppointed to bear the pall, were observed, con- 
sisting of the dukes of Wellington, Baccleagh, 
Newcastle, Dorset, Northumberland and Athol, 
‘The canopy ever the coffin was born by mar- 
guisses, aniong whom were the marqai ses of 
Steffurd, Buckingham, and Cholmondeley. — 
Almost immediately before the coffin, a most 
imposingeffect was produced by the array of 
nutioua! banaers, carried by different nubie- 
men The union banner was Carried by lord 
Grenville, St. George's banner by lord Flow- 
ard of fBaogham,the grand royal banner by 
lord Hill, the banner of Scotland by tcra Ciin- 
ton, the benner of Ireland by lord He-dfort, 
and the banners of Hanover and Brunswick by 
two noblermen, whose persons eou-d not be dis 
tinguish-d, As soon as the cuffÂa apjeared 
round the corner of the aisle, the singers of the 
different choics, who were followed by the dean 
of Windsor, strack ap the solemn service of *Í 
kaow that my Redeemer liveth.”” This beautiful 
anthem Iasted till the corpse was carried into 
the chapel and placed on the tressles.  Imme- 
diate)y after the coffin followed the doke of 
York as chief mourner; next him weot the 
duke of Clarepce, the dake of Susser, the dake 
of Gloucester, and prince Leopold. The fine 
manly aspect of the latter, imbued as it is with 
seriousness and suffering, made a greut im- 
pression on the spectators— As soor as the pro- 
cession was completely srranged in the chapel, 
the dean of Windsor, assisted on this occasion 
by the arch-bishop of Canterbury, commenced 
the service. The pselms were then chaanted 
by perhaps the fu!lest choir. ever heerd ; it con- 
sisted of the principal voices of the Chapel Roy- 
al of St. James and St. George’s chapel; Mr. 
Knyvett presided at the organ. Messrs. Vuog- 
han, W. Knyvett, J. B. Sate, and Marshall, 
sang with a solemn sweetness that divested the 
mind of all seblunary thoughts and filled it with 
pious masings. After Kept’s anthem of * Hear 
my prayer,” the choir performed that sublime 
piece, “[ heard a voice from Heaven” At the 
Conclusion of the service, and previoas to the 
Tast collect and blessing, the funeral anthem, 
composed by Handel for quean Caroline, was 
sang by the full band. One portion, in which 
the voices of the boys alone were employed, 
was a master piece of delicious enchanting bar- 
Rony. 

When thie anthem was finished, the dean 
read the prayer which accompanies the lower- 
ing ofthe body into the grave; and it is im- 
pens to describe the thrilling awe of every 

osom as the throwing of the dust resounded 
from the royal coffin; this awe was still far- 
ther heightened to those in the chapel, from 
whose eyes the coin bad slowly and gradually 
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disappeared, without hands, and ss if it had 
been mysteriousiy withdrawn by some superna- 
tural power. Sir lsaac Heard then read ihe 
titles of his late msjesty, bat in a voice less 
fcm then ufual. ‘Phis tremutousness was, 
however the effect of grief rather than of age, 
The service being concluded, Mi. Koyvett 
played a solemn voluntary, and the procession 
retucoed nearly in the same order ia which it 
came, 

Fhas ended the most awful and magnificent 
ceremony which any British satject now li. ing 
ever witnessed in this country ; a ceremony, 
not merely adorned with all those appendages 
of grandeur which belong as matter of course 
to all royal funerals, but rendered subiime 
by the voluotsry end heatfelt homage of count- 
less thousands of effectionate subjeets, who had 
thronged to the last obs quies of cheir king, not 
from the idie curiosiiy of seeing a grand ex- 
bibition, bot to shed a last tear over ihe grave 
of a father aud freind.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 
MARCH 23. 

Mr. Randolph rose, and, after some feeling 
remarks, expressive of the grief with which he 
was filled, by the recent melancholy occurrence 
of th» death of that distinguished naval officer, 
commodere Decatur, which he rather altuded 
ta, chan annouced, called the attention of the 
House to sundry resolgtioms,the import of which 
was, that, when it adjourns, it will adjourn to 
meet again on Saturday ; that it will attend the 
funeral of the late com. Decatur on to morrow 
and that its members wiil, in respect to the me- 
raory of the deceased, wear crape on the left 
arm, for the remainder of this session. 

Mr. 'Paylar of New York, required a division 
of the question on these resolutivns, to take it 
separately on each. 

Mr, Randolph intimated that, if there was 
the least objection to the reso;utions as moved, 
he should withdraw them. 

Mr Taylor of New York said that, în oppos- 
ing this motion, he feit it dae to himserf, tp state 
that, in respect for che memory and pubiic servi- 
ces of the deceused, be yielded tu ao member 
of thisHouse—ast even to the honorabie gentle- 
man from Virginia. But itis with the most 
psinfal regret (says Mr. 'T.) T am constramned 
to say that, he died în the violation of the laws 
of God and his country. LI therefore can not 
consent, however deeply bis ioss is deplored by 
this House in common with the nation, to vote 
the distinguished and uoasual honors proposed 
by these resolutions, 

Me. Randolph thea withdrew the resolves he 
had offered ; aud muved chat the house do now 
adjourn. 

‘he question on this motion was taken, by 
yeas end nays, and it was decided in the nega- 
tive, by BJ votes to 50. 

New-York, March 28. — By the congressional 
journal it has been seen, that on Thorsday last, 
Mr. kaudolphintroduced several resuintions re- 
gerding the death and funeral of com. Decatur, 
the particuiar ohject of which was, that the 
Heuse, as such shouid pay a marked respect to 
tbe occasion, aod to his memory. ft is with 
sincere gratification that we find the resvlutrons 
were opposed by Mr. Taylor, « member from 
this stote That the deceased wasan officer of 
di-t:ngarshed bravery and talents, and that he 
had rendered eminent services to his country, 
will be readily admitted by every one; and af 
he hed lost his hife on the duties of his profession, 
or had fatten a victim to d‚se-ase or misfortune, 
the whole country would have united in la ment- 
ing hu deceuse, and ta paying distingaished 
honours to his memory, But he died ‘as a fool 
dieth’—he lost his tife in a manner that dizgra- 
ces our country, and ieaves a deep stain on hie 
own reputation—in the just and empbhatic lan- 
guage of Mr, Taylor, “ Ae died an the violatzon 
of the laws of God and hts country.” 

In the view of the luw of God, commodore 
Decatur was muidered—in the epirit of the 
tamme law‚he was himself a murderer—for, “with 
malice aforethought,”’ he sought the life of his 
antagonist. Besides, the specific deed which 
brought him to the grave, is ezpressiy forbid- 
deo and rendered highly penal by the laws of 
tlie United States, regulating the service to 
which he was attached. With what proprieuy, 
uader these circumstances, could the tegislativa 
body, who made those laws, and whose solemn 
duty it is not to countenance, but to prevent, 
their violation, by a formal vote, confer extra- 
ordinary honours upon the memory af & map, 
who, almost in their view, had trampled their 
authority ander foot ? Had they done it, had 
these indiscreet and improper ceso:utions paus- 
ed, the vext step shouid hare been to repenl 
the laws thrmselves ; for if the legislature will 
set such an example, their laws and their pen- 
ulties will be laoghed to scorn by that part of 
the community whn feel disposed to adjust their 
disputes by the pistol or the musket. 

To Mr. Taylor, for his firmness and indepen- 
dence on this and other occasions, the thanks 
of the country are due. In the midst of such 
ezcitement, as tha death of soch an officer in 
sach a shoching manner must have produced, 
it required ao ordinary degree of bath those 
qualities, to rise in opposition to a motion which, 
en almost every other occasion, would have 
been not only popular but proper, end would 
have met with vuunimous support. But virtu- 





Ous pinciple, end a conscientious regerd to hie 
duty, silenced all other consideratioas, and be 
feurlesly and successfally opposed a measure, 
whichwas higbly improper tu itself, sod which 
woulu probubiy have been attended with the 
most nischievous consequences. 

Norare we less gratitied to find so large @ 
majority of the House of Representatives, indie 
rectlysupporting Mr. T'aybor ìn the course that 
he so maafuily pursued. After withdrawing 
his reotutious, Mr. Randolph renewed his mo- 
tion br an adjournment, which was negatived 
by a ote of 83 to 50 The yeasund nays on 
this qsestion have tot reached us; we shall po- 
biishthem as soon as the are cecrived 

‘Ph: vataries of honour have naw befere tho m 
an event, by which, if they ure bus disposed, 
they mey scen their pernicivus principles, and 
asceisin their practical consequences. Com- 
mModore De-atur died to sarg his honour. Aid 
whert is his honour? The iegislatare cf his 
coun!ry, who would gladiy, under different cor- 
cUmsances, have testified their highest respect 
for his servicen and character, and their deepest 
sympathy for his loss, have found themselves 
oblized, by a solemo regard to their dury, to 
withhold from his memo:y that respectfa; no- 
tice, which it weuld heve been his highest ho- 
nour to have received. And, if any otber evi- 
dence shall be required, Jet them visit the 
widow of this uafortunate man, and there seek 
for gratifieation in the speehless sorrow, the 
heartrending ageny the bitter desolation and woe 
under which she is suffering, and then stamp 
their real value upon the laws of honour.
